But, being ſenſible, that, in the lower 
ranks of men eſpecially, Idleneſs and a want of religious Principles 
are the. grand ſource of all vice and wickedneſs, conſequently of 
preſent and eternal miſery ; they thought it conſiſtent with their 
other plans for promoting your everlaſting happineſs, to appoint, not 


only Labor on week-days, as an antidote againſt Idleneſs, but 


eſo a religious employment on Sundays, which, with the bleſſing of 
Gop, might be infirumentalin forming in your minds ſuch Principles 
for the regulation of your future conduct, as might be conducive to 
the ſaving of your immortal Souls,

I. Fear 1T.—The firſt ſtep to to be made, is to 
be apprehenſive of that Evil to which you are moſt 
ſubject. It appears to you it may be, but as a trifle, 
a matter of ſmall conſequence: Alas! there are many, 
who made the ſame judgment as you do, and who, 
giving themſelves little or no concern to get rid of a 
bad paſſion to which they were moſt inclined, have 
thereby been betrayed into many deplorable crimes ; 
and their unhappy fall has proved ſometimes irre- 


coverable. That little paſſion to which you begin to

* Theſe Directions ſhould be particularly attended to; and, 
with the blefling of Gop, they may be ſingularly uſeful to you, 
when you come out again into the open world, where you will have 
repeatedly to encounter all your former ſeducing allurements to fin;

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be ſubjeRt; that liberty you indulge of gratifying 
your ſenſes in hearing, ſering, and touching every 
thing which pleaſes you; that vanity which already 
takes poſſeſſion of your Heart, and which diſpoſes 
you on all occaſions to prefer yourſelf before others: 
Alas! you onght to fear leſt theſe paſſions iti the bud 
ſhould in a fmall time'blow and flouriſh; left little 
fins. become great ones, and in the iſſue prove the 
deplorable ſource of your ruin and eternal Defltuion. 
To prevent ſo diſmal a ſtate, you muſt be always 
upon your guard, arid -muſt live under a conſtant 
ſenſe of thoſe dreadful Evils, to which the particular 
corruption of your nature expoſes you. 


II. RESsISsT 17.—It is not enough to dread the 
evil conſequences of a bad paſſion ; we muſt likewiſe 
take all occaſions. ſo to reſiſt and, oppoſe it, thar it 
may not get the better of us by making us do what- 
ever it ſuggeſts. For if we do not deny it the gratifi- 
cation it requires, it will quickly gain ground upon us, 


and fortify itſelf to ſuch a degree, that the conqueſt 


will be more difficult, if we are ever ſo happy as to 
overcome it. How comes it to pals that anger, re- 


venge, and diſhoneſty, diſſipation or covetouſneſs, pre- 


vail as much upon you now, as they did ten years 
ago? Alas! you give no-checi to theſe paſſions: You 
are provoked againſt a pe: ſon who ſhocks you; and, 
ir ſtead of reſiſting your anger, and moderating your 
paſſion, you give. way to it, and fay all the 
injurious things you can think of againſt the 
derſon who offends ' you, Company and liquor 


tempt you to drink to exceſs: Inſtead of denying 


your appetite, and reſiſting the offer, yon. comply 


with both; fo that you immediately perform what the 


temptation ſuggeſts to you. And after the fame man- 
ner you practice, in relation to other vices. What 
wonder therefore, if you are always ſubject to a vice 
which you have never reſolution enough to 9 ;

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But there is a till greater inconveniency ; which 
- is, that you are not only ſubje& to the fame vice 


continually, which you do .not_refiſt,, bit you 


daily become more ſabjeF to il: The habit of the fin 


grows ſtronger, and by freqeatly repeated acts is fo 


rooted 'in you, that it becomes almoſt impoſſible to 
conquer it. Thus 5 may fee how important 
a matter it is to reſiſt that Sin which ſo eaſily be-

III. FLY FROM Ir. —Vour ſpiritual Enemies are 
ſo dangerous, that it is always ſafer to avoid mere r. 
with them, than to expoſe yourſelf to the hazard o 
being overcome. I ſhould do you no inconſiderable 
piece of ſervice, If I could thoroughly convince you, 
That the perſon <who expoſes himſelf to the occaſion of ſin- 
ring, is half conquered ; and that among thoſe who truſt 
themſelves in dangerous Circumſtances, very few eſcape. 
We are ſo weak of ourſelves, temptatations are fo

evil, that if we add to this an occaston 0#-SiNWING, 
how difficult will be our efcape ? ES 


IV. Pray acarnst 17.—l[n vain we attempt the 


conqueſt of any vice, without ſtrength from above. 
And fince by your own experience you find it a 
difficult work, you cangot be too earneſt for the help 
and aſſiſtance of Gop's Grace ;—particularly when 
you approach the Altar, to eat the Bread of Life and 
to drink the Cup of Salvation, pray that the virtue 


of that heavenly Communion may extend to tlie Sin 


which doth moſt eaſily beſet you, that it may ſtrength- 
en your reſolutions, and fortify your ſoul in the day 
of trial. Let the dreadful conſequences of fin be 
frequently the ſubje& of your meditations, that your 
mind being thoroughly impreſſed with a greater hor- 
ror of the vice to which you are moſt ſubject, you may 
be leſs liable to commit it for the future,

flection upon ourſelves often repeated, is an admir. 
able inſtrument of Reformation. By this mean, no 
vice can make any conſiderable progreſs without bein 
diſcovered : This gives us an occaſion to conſider the 
falſe ſteps we have made, the circumſtances which 


have been the cauſe of them, and the remedies 


which are moſt proper to be applied for their cure. 
— Theſe remedies have been preſcribed above, and 
indeed run throughout the whole of this Manual, 


VI. PzrsEveERE.—The perſeverance I would re- 
commend, conſiſts in the conſtant uſe of the means 
herein offered you; and in not following the example 
of many, who after a ſhort trial of the er, pre- 
| 's time, 
entirely neglect the directions which have been given. 


It further conſiſts in not being diſcouraged by any ad- 
vantage the Enemy may gain over us; and, notwith- 


ſtanding the faults we may have committed, in never 


letting go our hopes of amending them. For, it is 


one cf the great artifices of the Devil, to perſuade 
the deluded Sinner, that it is bur loſt labor to at- 
tempt the amendment of his life ; that his recovery is 


iüimpoſſible; and that his evil habits are too deeply 
rooted to be conquered. Never give heed to this 


lying Spirit, but raiſe your courage to do your Duty 
better for the time to come. 

1 ſhall conclude theſe refleQions, by laying before 
you a deſcription of thoſe methods which the infernal 


Adverſary uſes for your deſtruction. He firſt attacks 


you by bad thoughts, and then endeavours to make 
you pleaſed with them. After this firſt attack, his 
next attempt is to ſolicit your conſent to theſe bad 


thoughts; and from thence he ſtirs you up to put 
them in execution. From actions frequently repeat- 


ed, he forms our evil habits; our evil habits bring 
upon us, as it were a neceſſity of ſinning; and this 
neceſſity 
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neceſſity brings forth death, the eternal death of the 
ſinner. - Vour buſineſs therefore muſt. be, to counter- 


mine his projects; 1. By reſiſting all evil thoughts, 


and by immediately caſting them out of your minds. 
2. By not only denying your conſent, but by making 
an act contrary to the thought. proteſting to Go 


that you will rather die than offend Him. 3. By 


never proceeding to commit the ſiaful action, but by 


courageouſly oppoſing the Temptation; that you may 
obtain the crown of victory reſerved for all the faith- 


ful ſervants of Gov.
